NOT TO DISCRIMINATE 
AGAINST ANY COUNTRY 


Proposal is Severely Attack- 
ed by Lloyd George—De- 
clares it is Not Practical 


LONDON, Dec. 17.—The House 
of Commons this evening adopted 
the king's address. Previously, by 4 
yote of 339 to 161, the chamber 
defeated the official Liberal amend- 
ment to the address offered by W!!- 
liam W. Benn, which characterized 
the government's imperial prefer- 
ence policy as dishonest. 

During the debate, both Premier 
Baldwin and Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer Churchill addressed the 
house. The premier said an improve- 
ment in the general situation in 
Liurope was essential to good trade 
and that the British government 
must give its aid to help Burope 
regain economic confidence. It was 
the intention of his government, he 
added, to place before the house the 
resolutions of the agg imperial con- 
ference, Which invol a reduction 
in duties.

Mr. Baldwin repudiated the idea 
of using the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act as a wedge to introduce a 
protective tariff, and admitted ‘that 
taxation of tood was not practical 
politics. He also stipulated that any 
industries requiring to be safeguard- 
ed must prove themselves important 
and efficient and to bp suffgring 
from exceptional competition 
through depreciated exchanges, 
bounties, subsidies or debased lab- 
or conditions in compoting 
tries. 

The premier suggested submitting 
the question of japsed dutics and 
the like to an economist committee, 
which he said first should deal with 
meat and fruit. These articies could 
not be dealt with by taxes, but he 
hoped it was not beyond the wit of 
men to devise some plan by which, 
without taking the food of hte Brit- 
ish people, it might be possible to 
modity the course of trade for the 
benetit of the empire. 

Duties to Be General. 

It Was argued by Mr, Baldwin 
that when the Labor government 
abolished certain duties the duties 
had not been in force long eniugh 
to prove accurately thelr value. He 
proposed that any duty Jevied un- 
der the Safeguarding of industries 
Act shou.d be a egneral and not & 
part.cular duty.
